Wasumeron, D. C., Feb. 25.—The Presi 
dent’s views on the silver question, and the 
reasoning by which he is likely to come to the 
conclusion that it is his duty to veto the Silver 
bill, are illustrated by a conversation which he 
has had with a Representative since the passage 
of the Senate bill.

Since 1873 several million dollars of United 
States bonds have been sold, at a time when 
there were no silver dollars in eircula- 
tion, when the Government would not 
accept silver, when the people had no 
knowledge that the silver dollar was to be re- 
coined and made a legal-tender in any way to 
affect their rights; that these bonds were pur- 
chased in the only money of the United States 
at that time which the Government would ac- 
cept for them, viz: gold; that the purchasers of 
these bonds are, therefore, entitled to be paid 
back in the same money, or in as good money, 
as they gave, and in the very money in which 
they subscribed for the bonds; that it is bad 


faith tor the Government to recognize cheaper 


money, orto ask those who purchased bunds 
since 1873 to take this cheaper money; and, 
as President of the United States 
and representative man of the nation, 
he cannot afford to go on record 
as indorsing such proposition; that every mem- 
ber of Congress represents a constituency, is 
desirous of re-election, has political preferment 
in view, and fears to displease the people; that 
the Executive cannot be governed by such in- 
fluences in his action; that there is no otlier 
conrse for the President to pursue than to use 
Executiye power to protect what he considers 
the * national honor ;’’ and that, whether the 
bill is passed over his bead or not, it is, never- 
theless, his duty to veto it. The President ad- 
mitted that he belicved Congress would pass 
the bill over his head; but that, he added, was 
not for him to consider.

Statements by Themselves tn Vindication of 
Their Business Integrity.

The trer reporter yesterday interviewed a 
number of distillers and rectifiers on Change, and 
found the general sentiment to be that the squeal 
by the Chicago men was to detract attention from 
themselves, and to try to injure the business of 

en who could make whisky more cheaply than 
they could possidly make it in Chicago, Mr. David 
Gibson, one of the oldest distillers in this section 
of thecountry, said that the Cincinnati men could 
make whisky cheaper than it could possibly be 
8382 in Chicago, first, ase fuel was one- 

hird cheaper, corn fom three to five cents — 
bushel lower, coopefage cheaper, andthe market 
for still slops much better. Two bushels of the 
coal used here, he said, were worth three of the 
Illinois coal. The corn, he said, was cheaper, ana 
as for the rye, there wasso little used that it did 
not make much difference in the cost whether it 
was higher here or there, Then, the most impor- 
tant point was the silops. The Cincinnati 
distillers, he said, “could make all their 
slops realize them nearly 10 cents ‘per 
bushel in the corn used, while in Chicage a large 
— of the slops was not used, and cost the 
istillex a cent a bushel to get rid of it, for they 
had to send it away out in the lake and dump it. 
Then, too, the Cincinnati distallers have had at 
least twenty-five years more experience than those 
of Chicago, and, as a result, can get at least a 
quart more whisky out of a bushel! of corn. 

Mr. Charley. Howe, 8 representative of the Goff 
distillery interest, said it was only in his opinion a 
cry of ‘* Mad dog!” to divert attention from Chicago. 
The Cincinnati distillers had never been successfully 
charged with any crookedness, while those of Chi- 
cago could hardiy say as much for themselves. He 
could make the liquor, he said, for 14 cents per 
gallon under favoradle circumstances, which, he 
thought, was better than they could do in Chicago. 

Mr. Hobart, of the firm of Maddox & Hobart, 
said that Chicago was no market for higuwipes, 
and that the whisky men of that city had admitted 
to him that the prices quoted there were fictitious 
in most cases. He believed every Cincinnati dis- 
tiller was straight.

The officer then said that re was another 
evil in the present system of Civil Service even 
greater than that against which his r was 
direeted, namely, the uncertainty of the tenure 
of the subordinate officers. 80 as the re- 
tention of an officer in the service depended 
upon the nomination and election to oilice of 
bis personal friend and political patron, any or- 
der to prevent the improper political conduct of 
a Federal officer would be wholly in vain, for 
his very bread and butter depended u his. 
insuring the success of the man upon whom he 
depended to keep him in place. While removals 
continued to be made for political reasons, the 
great evils in the Civil Service could not be 
eorrected. 

The President stated that it was his wish and 
purpose that no removals of subordinate officers 
should be made for political reasons. He 
thought that an employe in the custom-house 
should be treated just as a cierk was treated in 


honest and efficient, and performs his duties 
satisfactorily. or until the end of his term, if 
appointed for a definite term. 

e officer said that he had no further recom- 
mendations to make on this subject, these being 
the views of the President, except that he would 
make them known and cause instructions to be 
given to Federal officers by which they should 
be guided. 

The President fnquired if his views in these 
particulars were not already known. The ofli- 
cer stated that he was afraid they were not; 
that we all knew the platiorm of the Republic- 
an party upon which he was elected, and his 
noble and assuring letter of acceptance, and the 
deciarations of his message. But these were 
general expressions, and, except the order of 
June last, no authoritative instructions had 
been issued upon the subject either by himsel# 
or the head of the Treasury Department. 

The President inquired whether the officers 
of customs had not been governed in their 
action under his administration so far by those 
principles, and whether any removals of subor- 
dinates had been made for political reasons 
since he came into office. The officer replied 
that such removals had been made, he be- 
lieved, for litical. reasons, and contrary 
to the principies the President had enunciated, 
and that subordinate officefs evento the present 


‘moment had a dread that they might be re- 


moved without cause, and while they were still 
in the satiefactory performance of their duties, 
merely to make room for others for whom influ- 
ential politicians desired to secure places. 

The President said this wag all wrong, and 
such a state of things ought not to continue. 
The officer said that he was not there to complain 
of or criticise any system of the Administration 
in the past, but to make suggestions for the 
future improvement of the Civil Service, which 
were prompted by along experience in, and in- 
timate 2 ee with, the interior workings 
of ala nstitution of the Government, and to 
ascertali definitely the views and wishes of 
the President to guide nim in the future admin- 
istration of his own and he asked the 
President for permission to make these views 
and instructions of the President known to his 
subordinates and others, being confident tnat if 
they were luowu and understood by subordinates 
and o@icers, che tone and efficiency of the service

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GOLD AND SILVER AS LEGAL-TENDERS. 
To the Editor af The Tribune. 

Pont, III., Feb, 23.—Supposing the position 
assumed by the anti-silver men to be true, that 
debts contracted since the act of 1873 are 
necessarily payabie in gold, then what follows? 
No legislation by Congress can change the con- 
tract, and the creditor will be entitled to his 
pay in gold orits equivalent. Should this be 
the law as to private debts, and there being 
nothing to prevent payment of Government 
debts in gold, we may well ask wherein is public 
faith violated or private rights invaded by the 
passage of the Silver bill! But this argument 
proves entirely too much for the gold men. If 
you cannot compel the creditor to take less 


than he contracted for, how is it that the debtor 


can be co ed to pay more than ne agreed to 
pay? if a debt contracted when gold is the 


standard is payable in gold, why is not a debt 
contracted when silver is the standard necessari- 
ly Pn bey ws in silver? 

o understand this matter fully we must, not 
confound the legal-tender with the standard of 
value. ore 1878 the silver dollar was the 
stand of value. Gold and silver dollars 
were both legal-tender, but gold was not the 
standard of vaiwe. The silver dollar was the 
basis of all accounts, the measure of all val 
and the unit of value in the rendition of all 
judgments. By it we measured all values just 
as we measure wheat by the bushel or cloth by. 
the yard. It a man contracted to p $1,000, 
that sum represented 1,000 times 412.5 grains 
of silver nine-tenths fine coined in the 
mint of the United States. If 
to pay as agreed, 
the court would be 


grains coined silver. But, whilst the sil- 
ver dollar was the standard of value, 
other coins or commodities might 
be equally witb ta legal-tender. if 
one agrees to pay $1,000, when a dollar means 
412.5 grains of coined silver nine-tenths fine, the 
weight and fineness of the doliar enters into the 
essence of the contract. But if the law then is 
is that gold dollars, issued by the Government 
Mint at 25.8 grains to the dollar shall be a legal- 
tender, then the debtor has the option of pay- 
ing in either kind of coin. In this case it is not 
easy to distinguish between that which is the 
standard and that which is not, for both coins 
bear the same name, and the law treats the one 
as the equivalent of the other for making pay- 
ments. But sup the law is that the same 
debt may be dis in francs at 19 cents 
each, then it is clear that the debt is measured 
by the silver dollar, but the debtor has an op- 
tion of discharging the same in francs. So with 
the wheat contract. If the law provided that 
eee. judgment the debtor might 
discharge his debt in wheat at $1 per bushel, 
the wheat would be a legal-tender for that partic- 
ular debt, but the standard of value for the debts 
is still so many silver dollars. It is very plain 
now that when other coins or commodities than 
the legal unit. of value are made legal-tender, it 
simply amounts to an option given to the debt- 
or to payin that coin or commodity which is 
most advantageous to himself. 

Now, by the act of 1878, Congress substituted 
the gold dollar of 25.8 grains as the standard or 
unit of value for the silver dollar in all public 
accounts, and in ail proceedings in court, so 
that in all judgements rendered after that time 
the gold dollar is the unit instead of the silver 
dollar, as formerly. But the silyer dollar re- 
mained a legal-tender until 1874, when Congress 
made the attempt, at least, to deprive it of that 
character, and possibly succeeded in so doing. 
If so, then a dollar no longer means 412.5 
grains coined silver, but 25.8 grains coined gold, 
and the debtor has no longer the option of dis- 
charging his debt in the silver dollar. 

Now, if at the time a debt is contra-ted a 
dollar means 412.5 grains silver, and at the time 
of judgment rendered on the same a dollar 
means 25.8 grains gold, and the option of pay- 
ing in silver is taken away, can the debtor be 
compelled to pay an equal number of dollars of 
the latter description in case there should be an 
actual difference in their value?

SHEFKET PASHA. 
Correspondence London Times. 

Having handed his battalions over to Shefket 
Pasha, second in command here under Anmed 
Mukhtar Pasha, the Asian Ghazi, aud having rec- 
ommended me to the good keeping of that Ex- 
cellency of bloody repute, Mehemet Ali went 
off to the station to catch hie express train to 
Stamboul. In going out of the doorway, Me- 
hemet Ali patted Shefket’s round and ruddy 
cheek, and turning to me said. C’est un bien 
brave garcon, malgre tout ce que l'on a dit con- 
tre lui.” And this is “atrocity Shefket.” 1 
had never met him before. A brisk little man, 
rather fat, speaking Turkish only, with not 
much more than a suspicion of ene in the 
visage, which, but fora certain vivacity of his 
round black eye, is distinctly owlish. ite wears 
his fez jauntily on his cropped little skull, and 
has an air gamin (tchapkin, as the Turks ex- 
press it) which is not very terrible. He may 
well be what it is said he is, a smart soldier and 
a bon damerade. I should swear be has Greek 
blood in his veins; his physiognomy betrays it, 
and likewise the un-Ottomanic dash of swagger 
by which he shows his Greek seif-conscious- 


ness. 

I found Shefket and Kerim in the village. 
The former indulged ina diatribe against Mr. 
Gladstone. whe, he said, was the main cause of 
all the bloodshed that had occurred. Then, 
speaking of himself, he said, “As Allah is my 
witness, I did not do what it is said 1 did at Ba- 
zardjik. i first buried ali the dead; and after- 
wards these dead were shown as having been 
slain by me. Ihen I promwed amnesty to those 
who laid down their arms, and decl I would 
fire upon those who did not. I kept my word 
to both, and no officer in my position 
could do no more or less. Then came a long 
discourse about his career, and his abidence by 
the humane precepts of the Koran; and then be 
said, And they call me à tiger in England. Do 
I look like a tiger? And he pushed bis fez 
back on his crown and put on such a comical 
look that it was impossible to keep from laugh- 
ing. Then he added gravely, I have seen a 
great deal of military service, though I am not 
old. No one could ever accuse me of cowardice. 
I make no boast of my services or of my bravery, 
but I hope I am too much of a soldier and too 
little of a coward to fire, as I was said to have 
fired, on defenseless beople.“ Having known 
Shefket Pasha only for the last thirty-six hours, 
in which I have had two conversations with, him, 
I can form no opinion of the value of these 
words.

We are pleased to learn that the Presbyterian 
College, Montreal, has just received from Alex- 
ander II., Emperor of Russia, a fac simile copy 
of the Codex Sinaiticus. When Principal Me- 
Vickar was in Britain last summer, he happened 
to mention to the Rev. Mr. Mackay, of Brighton, 
Eng., how anxious he was to secure a copy. Mr. 
Mackay mentioned this to Count Schouvaloff, 
the Russian Embassador, who attended his 
ehurch, and, through the influence of his Excel- 
lency, the peror was pleased to make the 
gilt, at the same time sending another cop 
to Mr. Mackay himself. The Code Sinai- 
ticus, of which this is a perfect fac simile, 
consists of 85, leaves of very fine and 
beautiful vellum, probably fabricated from 
the skins of antelopes or asses, each leaf being 
134g by 14% inches. Inthe poetic books the 
writing on each page is distributed in two col- 
umns, and in the rest four columns, containihg 
forty-eight lines of from twelve to fourteen let- 
ters the characters being uncials, or capitals, 
without spaces between the words, or breath- 
ings. or accents, or the iota ascript or post- 
script, and with very few marks of punctuation. 
The manuscript contains the entire New Testa- 
ment and nearly the whole of the Old Testa 
ment, together with the Epistle of Barnabas 
and Hermer’s Shepherd. It was discovered 
by Dr. Tischendorif in the Convent of St. 
Catherine, on Mount Sinai, in 1844. In 
1853 — 45 te a ae an the Convent a

MS. In 1859 he returned the third time 
under the protection of Alexander II., the head 
of the Greek Church, gained access to the. cov- 
eted treasure, and had it tranferred to Cairo for 
transcription. He finally persuaded the monks 
to present it tothe Emperor. It was according- 
ly removed to St. Petersburg, and a fac simile 
of it has been got up in splendid style at the 
Emperor’s expense. The edition consisted of 
800 copies, of which the larger portion has been 
distributed to various public bodies and to a 
few learned men. The Montreal Presbyterian 
College is to be congratulated on the possession 
of a work which no money could purchase. In 
the possession of the Abbe Migne’s Patrologia, 
consisting of. several hundred volumes, this

An 
average boy who would repeat that story in 
a Chicago school would be laughed at con- 
temptuously by his associates. And yet that 
silly assertion, that the coinage of silver dol- 
lars would afford a profit of 9 cents on each 
coin, has been repeated by all the gold organs 
from the Hartford Courant down to the New 
York Nation, and echoed in all the religious 
papers, and preached from scores of pulpits. 
— 
WILL THERE BE A VETO! 

The all-important topic now exciting the 
country is the possibility of a veto of the 
Silver bill by the President. We have not 
believed that the President has intended to 
take any such action. There are several 
reasons why he should notdoso. In the 
first place, at the opening of Congress he 
communicated his own views to that body, 
in which he advised that silver dollars should 
not be made a legal-tender in payment of 
the principal or interest of that portion of 
the public debt issued since 1873, on the 
ground that since that time silver. has not 
been a fécal-tender. In communicating his 
views to Congress he conceded that the pow- 
er of Congress over the matter was beyond 
all question, and that the only point open 
for discussion was addressed to the expedi- 
ency of such legislation. Conceding that it 
all rested in the discretion of the National 
Legislature, and disclaiming any purpose on 
his part to interfere as Executive with this 
legislative discretion, he submitted his 
opinion on the question suggested as a mat- 
ter to be carefully considered. That ob- 
jection by him was considered, was elab- 
orately discussed, and in both Houses, by 
unusual majorities, his theory was overruled. 
Since then, both Houses, by more than a 
two-thirds vote in each, bave passed the bill 
which he now holds in his hands. Both 
Houses of Congress have, after hearing and 
considering his objection, decided that that 
objection furnishes no valid reason why 
Congress, in exercising a sound discretion, 
and acting wholly within the unquestioned 
jurisdiction of the legislative power, should 
not pass the bill in the form in which it has 
been passed. The President in his message 
did not say that he would not veto the bill, 
but he substantially recognized and admit- 
ted that, should the bill be passed, it would 
not present a case in which the Executive 
ought or could with propriety interpose a 
veto. 4 ’ 

Since that time the bill has been passed 
‘by a vote which was purposely intended to 
notify him that the constitutional majority 
of two-thirds which prevails over a veto 
approved the bill, thus relieving him of all 
responsibility for the legislation, and leaving 
him, if so disposed, to file his objections to 
an act which it was no longer in bis power to 
defeat. Should he veto the bill, and thus to 
the last seek to defeat the will of the coun- 
try, his action, while impotent in itself, will 
have the effect of intensifying the popular 
indignation, and of further complicating the 
disturbances which have resulted from the 
struggle to keep silver demonetized. 

The National Banks as a class, and espe- 
cially those of New York and other Eastern 
States, have made themselves conspicuous in 
defending the secret and fraudulent legisla- 
tion of 1873-4 by which silver was demone- 
tized, and by their efforts to prevent the 
passage of the Silver bill. In their zeal they 
have threatened a suspension of business re- 
lations with various sections, especially with 
the Western cities and States. The malig- 
nity of the opposition to the Silver bill is 
largely attributed by the country to the Na- 
tional Banks, and the veto of the Silver bill, 
under the extraordinary circumstances, will 
be accepted by the country at large as con- 
firmation of the great power popularly sup- 

posed to be exercised over the legislation 
of the country by the banks and the moneyed 
interests generally. While no one will sug- 
gest that the President has been influenced 
in any way by these institutions, the popular 
ion freBhly aroused by the veto may 
take the form of direct hostile legislation 
‘directed against the banks, which are, it is 
useless to disguise, now unpopular with an 
immense portion of the people. If, instead 
of accepting the almost unanimous verdict 
of the people in favor of the remonetization 
of silver, there shall be a resort to the ex- 
treme of a veto to nullify and defeat

the effect that, notwithstanding the New 
Year's resolution in the House of Represent- 
atives to abstain altogether from the vicious 
stimulant known as subsidies, the lobbies are 
as active and alert as ever; they have evi- 
dently taken the resolution in the Pickwick- 
ian sense. The most persistent and tireless 
of these Congressional raiders are to be found 
in the interest of Tom Soort’s Texas & Pa- 
cifie scheme. The policy adopted by the 
Soorr lobby is rather novel and certainly 
shrewd. A half-dozen of bills, more or less, 
have been introduced to provide subsidies 
ranging from $17,000 to $35,000 a mile for 
the completion of the Texas Pacific route. 
They vary in terms not only as to the amount 
of the subsidy, but as to the branch lines 
which it wu proposed to include in the 
scheme, and as to the Eastern terminus 
of the road. One of them looks to Memphis, 
another to New Orleans, another to St. 
Louis, and soon. These bills are presented 
as independent measures, und the advocates 
thereof profess to antagonize one another ; 
but they all have this in common, that each 
includes the main subsidy to the Tom Scorr 
line. The variation in amount of subsidy 
simply means that Tom Scorrt and his friends 
have concluded that half a loaf is better than 
no bread. The purpose is to test the relative 
strength of the different propositions, make 
up trades on the basis of o her subsidies and 
patronage, and then concentrate upon the 
bill which has the best chance for passing. 
The programme has been shrewdly con- 
ceived, and the only safe plan for honest and 
prudent Congressmen to adopt is to set their 
faces against all of” the subsidy measures 
alike. ” 

There is just one Texas & Pacific propo- 
sition which asks no Government aid beyond 
the lands already granted, and this is the 
only one in which the Scorr crowd are not 
interested. This is the bill introduced by 
Mr. Monszy, of Mississippi, which gives the 
Southern California Company the right to 
push their road from Fort Yuma eastward, 
assures to it the land-grant already made as 
far as it shall construct the line, and requires 
of it to finish the road as far as El Paso 
within the next six years. It is understood 
that the Huntixeron Company, which owns 
this Southern California Road, and has ample 
capital to push it ahead rapidly, is in full 
accord with this measure, and prepared to 
accept all reasonable conditions, including 
the agreement to build 600 miles more 
within six years. The fact that this 
Company has already constructed 735 
miles of road from San Francisco south 
and east, and that it has actually 
the material on hand to build 100 miles more 
at once, is the best evidence of its will- 
ingness and capacity to continue the work 
without Government aid. It is probable 
that the road will be built more quickly 
under the auspices of this private Company 
that it would be as a quasi-Government 
undertaking, and it is certain that it will be 
built more economically. The Southern 
people will gain a notable advantage in rates 
from an economical construction of the road; 
and, as the Hontiuxeton Company's interest 
will prompt it to push the road forward till 
it has an Eastern connection, the commer- 
cial centres of the South may then vie with 
each other in providing such a connection. 

If the Congressmen who represent the 
South have no other object than to secure 
for their people the advantages of a new 
railroad connection with the Pacific coast, 
then they will unite on the Mower bill as the 
surest, and speediest, and cheapest way to 
secure it. If they oppose this bill to favor 
any one of the other bills introduced in the 
interests of Ton Scorr, they will plainly 
reveal the fact that it is not a Pacific rail- 
road connection they want so much as it is 
the money-making opportunities incident to 
a huge Government subsidy. If the South- 
ern Brigadiers are not to be conciliated with 
anything but subsidies, then the country can 
better afford to postpone conciliation. Not. 
one dollar of the public moneys, nor any 
pledge of the public credit, nor any device 
for plundering the Public Treasury, can be 
supported without subjecting the advocate 
of such a measure to a suspicion of self - in- 
terest and corrupt motives; and Congress- 
men who are looking for future preferment 
from constituencies north of Mason & Dix- 
on’s line, whether Republican or Democratic, 
will do well to make war on all subsidy 
propositions. 

THE RUSSIAN TERMS OF PEACE. 

The somewhat dramatic spectacle which 
England exhibited to the world upon the 
stage of the Bosphorus by sending its fleet 
up to Constantinople, and then ordering it 
back to Moudania Bay, whatever other pur- 
poses were contemplated, has certainly failed 
to make any impression upon Russia, since 
her armies have drawn still nearer to Con- 
stantinople, and the fresh conditions of peace 
formulated for Turkish acceptance are even 
more rigorous than those first announced. 
The conditions now include the cession of 
Podgoritza and Antinavari, with territory, to 
Montenegro, which will give her a small in- 
crease of territory on the south and south- 
east; permission for Russia to cede the Do- 
brudscha to Roumania in exchange for 
Bessarabia, which will give Russia a con- 
trolling influence on the Danube; cession of 
territory in Bosnia and Old Servia to Servia ; 
prohibition of passage through the Straits 
to mén-of-war except in isolated cases, and 
absolute freedom of the passage of mer- 
chantmen even in time of war; the creation 
of a new province of Bulgaria, to be super- 
intended for two years by a Russian Com- 


mission, and oecupied for the same time by a 


be approved by Turkey 
and the European Powers. The last two 
propositions are the most significant, and 
deserve attention. 

The present limits of Bulgaria are the 
right bank of the Danube, from the Timok 
to its mouth on the north, the main range 
of the Balkans on the south, the Black Sea 
on the east, and the Servian line on the west.

Egyptian tributes, the Anatolian revenue 
which comes from the Asia Minor Penin- 
sula aud* the Heraclea mines; 10,000,- 
000 roubles for indemnity to Rus 
sian residents in Constantinople, be- 
sides some smaller items incidental to 
war expenses. The total will amount to 
nearly $1,500,000,000,—a much larger sum 
than that exacted from France by Germany ; 
but it must be remembered that the present 
war has been nearly twice as long and ex- 
pensive as the Franco-German. With the 
exception of the $200,000,000 interest, which 
is guaranteed by cash, there is no possibility 
that Turkey can pay this indemnity in 
money. She is hopelessly bankrupt. She 
has been a borrower ever since the Orimean 
war. In the two years following the close 
of that war, she borrowed $40,000,000 in 
two loans. Inthe twenty years following, 
she negotiated twelve more loans, at rates of 
interest varying from 5 to 9 per cent. 
During all this loan period her expenditures 
have exceeded receipts by from $40,000,000 
to $80,000,000 per year. The official exhibit 
of 1875 showed the whole debt amounted to 
$1,074,908,915, to which must be added the 
annual deficits since then and the expenses 
of the present war, which will probably 
swell the total to $1,500,000,000. Payment 
of the principal is out of the ques- 
tion, and the interest even she long 
ago repudiated, and now comes Kussia 
with an indemnity demand almost as 
large as her whole indebtedness. Payment 
of it is out of all question. If she accepts 
the indemnity proposition, she must hand 
over Armenia and other portions of Asia 
Minor to Russia. Thus while the latter will 
wipe out Turkey in Europe and place a 
Sclavonic Principality in her stead, she will 
wipe out Turkey in Asia by annexing the 
larger part of it to her own territory. If the 
English people could go to the extreme of 
hooting Mr. Guapstonz, who has done more 
for them than any other Englishman, and 
breaking his windows merely because of an 
attempt to hold a peace meeting, what will 
be the extent of their wrath if Russia should 
conclude a treaty with Turkey on these 
terms, and come in as a preferred creditor 
to the despair of the English bondholders? 
Would she not be justified in declaring war 
against Turkey, which under the new ar- 
rangements would be about as big as the 
lower part of Michigan ? 
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THE BILL 10 PROMOTE WAISKY-DRINK. 


Mr. Carter Harrison's scheme to revive 
the moome-tax and reduce the tax on whisky 
has brought out some interesting statistics. 
The Commissioner of Internal Revenue has 
prepared a statement of the number of per- 
sons subject to income-tax in 1870, and the 
amount of revenue derived from this source. 
The rate of taxation was 29 per cent on all 
incomes over $2,000. The number of per- 
sons who paid the tax was 74,775, and the 
total tax collected was $7,852,511. Of this 
amount New York paid 36 per cent; Penn- 
sylvania and Massachusetts, each 13 per 
cent; Ohio, 7 percent; New Jersey, 5 per 
dent; Illinois, 4 per cent; Maryland and 
California, each 3 per cent ;, Kentucky, Mich- 
igan, Connecticut, and Rhode Island, each 2 
per cent. These twelve States paid 92 per 
cent of the whole amount. Of the 74,000 
who paid the income-tax, 58,009 had in- 
comes of less than $4,000, 10,000 had in- 
comes of more than $4,000 and less than 
$10,000, and only 5,800 had incomes & 
more than $10,000, 

These figures show that Mr. HAuntsow's 
scheme for the relief of whisky-drinkers 
would not be successful, if it were 
adopted by Congress. The Government 
cannot afford to lose by a reduction of the 
tax on whisky more than it would have the 
prospect of gaining by the tax on incomes. 
If the receipts from the latter source Were 
only $7,800,000 in 1870, when business was 
active and the people prosperous, it could not 
be more now, in a season of intense financial 
depression. Estimating the receipts from 
Mr. Harnison’s income-tax at $7,800,000, the 
total receipts from the tax on whisky could 
not be reduced by more than that amount. 
The whisky-tax yielded in 1877 about $57,- 
400,000. If this were reduced to $49,600,000, 
and the deficiency supplied by an income-tax, 
the whisky-drinkers would experience no 
benefit. The diminution in tho tax would 
be so slight—say some 14 per cent—that a 
conscientious rum-seller, with a wife and 
family to support, would not feel justified in 
reducing the price of single drinks. The 
whole benefit of the reduced tax would be 
enjoyed by the distillers, the wholesale deal- 
ers, and the aristocrats who buy whisky by 
the gallon. Now, these are the very persons 
who would be caught by the income-tax, un- 
less they ovaded it by making dishonest re- 
turns. Mr. Harnison’s scheme would not, 
consequently, help them any more than it 
would help the poor and industrious men 
who drink whisky by the glass. 

Besides exposing the errors of Mr. Han- 


whisky-sellers, the figures that have been 
quoted above emphasize the general objec- 
tion to an income-tax as an ordinary mode 
of raising revenue. This objection is the 
difficulty of collecting it. There has been a 
great deal of criticism of the income-tax as 
inquisitorial ; but, odious gs it has been on 
this ground, it has never been inquisitorial 
enough to accomplish its purpose. The tax 
has never hunted out and attached itself to 
every income that was subject to the law; 


and, in so far as it has failed tq do this, it has 
been a burden and an injustice to every per- 
son who made honest returns. In this man- 
ner the tax has acted as an incentive to

MR. BURCHARD’S SAVINGS SCHEME. 

Mr. Buncnann's bill to promote the de- 
posit of savings in the Treasury and the re- 
funding of the national debt,” as reported in 
the House of Representatives Feb. 18 last, 
and referred to the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, differs materially from the telegraphic 
abstract which had been previously fur- 
nished, and it is much more worthy of favor- 
able consideration than it was then supposed 
to be. The Governmental and popular ad- 
vantages of a national savings deposit are 
now generally admitted on all sides. The 
Government's advantage can be readily dis- 
cerned. If there were $100,000,000 of sav- 
ings deposits in one form or another, the av- 
erage interest paid thereon would not exceed 
84 per cent, or $3,500,000 a year, to which 
may be added $500,000 more for expenses. 
Bat $90,000,000 of this money can be 
safely used to buy up outstanding 
6 per cent bonds, as this would 
leave @ reserve of 10 per cent, which 
all experience teaches to be ample. The 
interest thus saved would be the difference 
between $4,000,000, paid on account of sav- 
ings deposits and expenses, and $5,400,000, 
the 6 per cent interest on $90,000,000; this 
would be asaving te the Government of 
nearly a million and a half a year, and such 
saving would increase in proportion to the 
increased deposits. The advantages to the 
people need not again be pointed out, for it 
is the failure of so many private savings 


banks and the success of a Government sys-, 


tem im other countries which have oc- 
casioned the demand for these facilities. 
The favor with whith a Government guar- 
antee at a lower rate of interest is received 
finds an illustration in the English postal 
savings system. The British Government 
pays 24 per cent interest, while the private 
savings banks in England pay ordinarily 3} 
per cent; but, while the deposits of the pri- 
vate savings banks grew from $204,757,525 
in 1863 to $216,417,850 in 1876, the postal 
deposits increased during the same period 
from $16,884,140 to $134,982,750. If the 
savings deposits in this country should select 
Government guardianship in the same pro- 
portion asin England, the fund in the hands 
of er would quickly reach 
$300, 00,000. 


Mr. Burcuarp’s bill proposes an alliance 
of the postal system with the certificates and 
popular bonds proposed by Secretary Sazn- 
man. It provides for a current account, 
drawing 8 per cent interest, certificates of 
deposit drawing 3.65 per cent interest, and 
the bonds drawing 4 per cent interest. Any 
holder of United States notes may deposit 
them at any postal money-order office, and 
receive, free of charge, a postal money-order 
on the Treasurer of the United States, 
in materially the same manner and 
form as if he were sending the 
same amount of money to a private 
person in a different part of the country. 
This sum is placed to the credit of the de- 
positor on the books of the Treasury, and 
draws interest at the rate of 3 per cent, com- 
puted and credited quarterly. These de- 
posit-accounts are convertible in sums of $10 
and multiples thereof into certificates of de- 
posit drawing 3.65 per cent interest for the 
term of one year, but no longer, after which 
they become redeemable in United States 4 
per cent bonds. It is also provided that 
these certificates of deposit may be issued at 
the Treasury, Sub. Treasuries, and United 
States depositories in exchange for United 
States notes in sums of $10, $20, $50, and 
$100, and that the National Banks may hold 
them as a part of their reserve not required 
to be kept in specie or logal-tender notes. 
Whenever any one savings depositor shall 
have accumulated $1,000 or upwards to 
his credit, the Secretary of the Treasury 
has the. option of issuing registered 4 per 
cent bonds in payment thereof. The with- 
drawal of funds is accomplished likewise 
throngh the money-order system, with the 
difference that the depositor making such 
withdrawal must pay the usual charges on 
the money-order. Finally, it is provided that 
the Secretary of the Treasury shall maintain 
a reserve of 25 per cent on the amount due 
depositors on open account, and the re- 
maining 75 per cent shall be used exclusive- 
ly for the redemption of bonds subject to 
the call of the Government. 

The provisions of this bill seem to meet 
the demands of the case in a general way, 
but there are two changes that ought to be 
made. It is not necessary to keep so large 
a reserve as 25 per cent; 10 per cent is am- 
ple. The reserve of the private savings 
banks of the country in 1877 was less than 5 
per cent, and if depositors will trust indi- 
viduals on that basis, there will be ample 
confidence in the Government with a reserve 
more than twice as large. Experience shows 
that savings deposits in this and other coun- 
tries constantly increase, and it is only 
necessary to reserve a small fund for redemp- 
tion; the use thereof would be much the 
same as is made of the 5 per cent reserve kept 
in Washington for the redemption of Nation- 
al Bank notes, which has proved to be 
abundant. The British Government, indeed, 
invest almost the entire amount of savings 
deposits in consols. Another criticism we 
would make on the bill is, that it does not 
seem to be necessary to limit the life of the 
3.65 per cent certificates of deposit to one 
year, after which they become redeemable in 
bonds under the terms of the bill. These 
certificates should be allowed to run in- 
definitely and should be redeemable in 
money (except when they exceed the sum of 
$1,000 in the hands of any one depositor), 
on the same basis as the open deposit ac- 
counts. The minor details of 


bill will probably prove an acceptable plan 
for providing the facilities for national sav- 
ings deposits which are universally de- 
manded.

WESTERN FARM MORTGAGES. 

If that literary feller” who has been 
writing editorials in the New York Times 
about the worthlessness of Western farm 
mortgages did not belong to the irreclaima- 
ble class with whom adjectives are argu- 
ments and phrases are facts, he would recant 
in face of the direct and unanimous evidence 
that has been given against his statements. 
The Times has studiously ignored the an- 
swers made by Western papers to its base- 
less attacks, but it cannot keep from its 
readers tho very damaging exposure made 


of its misstatements and want of candor. 
The Public has gathered from the 
recent report of the Insurance Committee 
of the Connecticut Legislature, from returns 
and affidavits of leading loan agencies East 
and West, and other sources of information, 
the facts about the security of Western fatm 
loans. The Connecticut Legislative Com- 
mittee found that 97 per bent, or $46,136,- 
936, of all the loans outstanding of the Con- 
necticut insurance companies are on Western 
real estate, and that there has been no loss 
on these loans. The foreclosures made 
have produced a net gain of $3,149. As to 
foreclosures row pending, the Committee, 
after an investigation of great severity, 
state their beli€f that our insurance com- 
panies will sustdif no net loss upon their out- 
standing loans on real estate at the West.” 
A leading Eastern company reports that, 
while it bas had to foreclose on an average 
of four farm loans out of a thousand, its 
foreclosures of city loans have been five and 
a half in every hundred.

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CRIMINAL NEWS. 


Important Arrest of Molly Ma- 
guires Near Pitts- 
burg, Pa. 


Their Prominent Connection with All 
Recsnt Deviltries in That 
Region. 


Duncan, the California Spencer, Puts 
in a Good Word for 
Himself. 


THE MOLIAE MAGUmE . 

Prrrssura, Feb. 25.—Sheriff Guffey, of West- 
moreiand County, bas sueceeded in unearthing 
a gang of Mollie Marul res, who have been 
operating for three years past in the vicinity of 
Irwin Station, on the Penosylvania Central. 
Up to the time these men began work, the rcla- 
tions between miner and emplover were of the 
most amicable disposition, but, shortly after 
their appearance, the men became dissatisfied, 
aod this fecling increased until it culminated in 
an open outbreak. They struck, and, during the 
lockout, many instances of open violence oc- 
curred. The Town of Irwin has been fired 
several times, and once more than 
half of tt was laid in ruins. 
These fires were attributed to carelessness at 
the time. The Sheriff obtained a clew last 
week, and succeeded on interviewing one of the 
suspected, whe made a full confession. This 
man, Parafitt, says the gang numbered twelve 
or thirteen men, that they were regularly or- 
ganized, and conducted the strikes, and during 
one of them the crowd of Mollics attacked a 
mar named Fowler, who was at work in the 
mine, but were driven out after an exchange of 
snots. On the same night they burned the 
Tipple Cheek House and the wagons of the 
Bald Eagle Mines. They have caused all the 
fires, and during the July riots in this city the 
burued havetacks, cut telegraph-wires. an 
kitied a young man named Carroll, whose 
body they placed on the railroad-track, 
where it was discovered at daylight, mangled 
and torn. Parafitt also brought to the Sheriff 
another of the gang, who, on being cornered up, 
corroborated Parafitt’s story. The rest of the 
Mollies, getting wind of the disclusure, fled 
precipitately, and detectives were at once start- 
ed in puredit, and were close on to them at 
last accounts. Great excitement exists in the 
village and surrounding country. 


WILL MAKE IT ALL RIGHT. 

San Franocisoo, Cal., Feb. 25.—All the morn- 
ing papers publish interviews with Duncan, the 
defaulting President of the Pioneer Bank, who 
was arrested yesterday. They all to the 
same general effect. He denies having been 
guilty of crime; says his bands are clean as re- 
gards any misappropriation of funds of the 
bank; that he expected to pull through up to 
the very time of closing the bank. He accounts 
for his failure by the decline in business since 


the suspension of the Bank of California and the 


usurious rates of interest he was compelled to 
pay on loans to keep afloat. He aenfts having 
raised certificates of sale-deposit stock, saddling 
that on Lewarne. He declines to give any ac- 
count of his adventures since his disappearance, 
on the ground that it might make trouble for 
friends who have assisted him. He save he 
never intended to leave the city, and would not 
bave concealed himself except at the solicita- 
tion of his friends; that the sole attempt made 
to escape was in compliance with their desire, 
stimulated by fear that he would be mobbed by 
the Kearney crowd if captured. Had it not 
been for that fear, he would have given himself 
up jong ago. He believes, if given an opportu- 
ake, ne can save the depositors much from the 
ruins of the bank, and use every exertion to 
that end.

THE TENNESSEE WHISKY WAR.

Nasuvi.ig, Tenn., Feb. 25.—United States 
Deputy Revenue Collector James M. Davis has 
just returned from the, most successful revenue 
raid ever made in this State, having destroyed 
fourteen illicit concerns in Putnam, White, and 
DeKalb Counties.

THE SOUTHWESTERN&RATE ASSO- 
CIATION. 

The Southwestern Railroad-Rate Association 
will in all probability hold its last meeting at 
the Lindel! Hotel, in St. Louis, to-day. About 
a mouth ago the St. Louis roads belonging to 
the Association gave notice of their withdrawal, 
but under the rules of the Association the com- 
bination could not be terminated until forty 
days after such notice had been given. It has 
not yet fully transpired what induced the St. 
Louis roads to take this sten, but there cap 
hardly be a doubt that it was inspired by a de- 
sire to “bulldoze” the Chicago & Alton, in 
order to stop it from extending its line to Kan- 
sas City, and then to get more “sop” from the 
Chicago roads to get them to come back again. 
But the St. Louis roads have signally failed in 
both these attempts. Not only did they not 
succeed in stopping the Alton from giving up 
its project, but, on the contrary, stimulated it 
to commence the constraction of the new road 


sooner than it would otherwise have done. 
Nor did the Chieago roads make any 
efforta by offering them an extra 
“sop” to bring them back. Still, it is known 
that they contemplated coming b before the 
expiration of forty days, but this intention re- 
ceived a drawback in the formation of a new 
competing route via tbe Illinois Central and 
Wabash. This event was unforeseen, and 
placed the. sick Association hors de combat. 
The Chicago, Burlington & Quinev is now placed 
in such a situation that it cannot possibly re- 
main in the Association and hold its own. ere 
is but one way in which the combination could 
be perpetuated, and that is by admitting the 
Wabash and [llinois Central route to full mem- 
bership. But such action would seriously cur- 
tail the profits of the St. Louis rouds and of the 
Chicago, Burlington & Quincy, and it is al t 
impossible that any such action will be 225 
as the new route will undoubtedly ask a fu 
share of the business, and will not be satis- 
fied with a little sop. It is stated 
that arrangements have — deen 
rfected by which the Misso River 
iness of the Lllinois Central and Wabash 
route will go from Hannibal to ge Mo., 
over the Missouri, Kansas & Texas, from

MR. CYRENIUS BEERS, 
one of .Chicago’s oldest and most respected citi- 
zens, died yesterday Of 9 3 Mr. Beers 
was born in Newton, Fairfield County, Conn., in 
June, 1813, and removed to Chicago in 1835. In 
the following year he went into partnership with 
Mr. J. K. Botsfo a towneman of his, in the 
hardware business. The firm started on the corner 
of Lake and Dearborn streets, and conducted a 
very successful business until 1846, when the part - 
nership was dissolved. The first lard-oil factory in 
Chicago was established by Messrs. Botsford & 
Beers, and the surviving partner says the oil cost 
about a dollar a drop to manufacture. Mr. Beers 
afterwards engaged in real estate speculations, 
and, during the War, dealt extensively in cattle. 
Having an interest in Western lands be removed 
to Idaho Territory, but a few years ago returned 
to the city of his adoption. In the old times when 
Chi was not a very large place. Mr. Beers 
served a term as Alderman from the First Ward, 
and in public as in . lite demonstrated the 
sterling honesty which’ characterized the man.

SAM CHI VS. TUNG WING. 
THAT CHINESE SUIT 

was heard yesterday by Justice Wallace, and, as 
was expected, the defendant swore the plaintiff 
away outofcourt. The suit was one brought by 
Sam Chi, a ‘* washee man. to recover from Tung 
Wing Lee, another ‘‘ washee’’ man, $30 for labor 
performed for him. The actions of Tung Wing 
Lee and his friends when they called upon Justice 
Wallace Saturday led to the supposition that the 
defense would consist of a flat denial of the indebt- 
edness, and 4 profession of utter lack of acquaint- 
ance with Sam Chi. This defense was entirely of 
Chinese origin, and showed the native shrewdness 
of the so-called exponents of cheap labor. 

The suit throughout was intensely Chinese. The 
room was packed with Chinamen, the evidence 
was Chinese as far as ite intelligibility was con- 
cerned, und the result of he trial was what might 
pass for Chinese justice, since Chinese customs 
and institutions are reputed to be the reverse of 
those of any other nation. All of the participants 
in the suit refused to raise the right hand when the 
oath was administered, but put up the left hand, 
and the way they swore in direct contradiction to 
each other would lead one to suppose that their 
idea of the object of an oath was to entitle the 
— — thereof to perfect freedom from responsi- 

y. 

The test difficulty was experienced in the 
interpretation of the chow-chow talk, and the 
contradictions which they repeatedly made were 
astounding. Afraid to trustany interpreter to be 
chosen by either side, the Court obliged Sam Chi, 
the plaintiff, to act as interpreter for Tung Wing 
Lee, the defendant, and Tung Wing Lee, the de- 
fendant, for Sam Chi, the plaintiff. In this way 
the story was obtained with a greater semblance of 
truth than it would have possessed had each man 
taiked for himself. It is not necessary to say that 
Sam repeatedly told Tung that his Chinese tongue 
va the American truth, and Tung re- 
turned similar compliments to Sam. Bat all 
passed off without bioodshed.

THE POOR-HOUSE. 
CHRISTINA BEEBE, 

a poor old German woman, came into T Tan- 
UNE local room vesterday and gave her impressions 
of persons and things at the Poor-House. A good 
Cal has been said of late about that institation 
and the peovle who are permitted to manage it, 
and Mrs. Beebe’s story, like all the other ones, is 
not calculated to show the place up ima very favor- 
able light. She says she went to the County- 
House three weeks last Saturday, aud ro- 
mained there untii the last-mentioned day. Peters, 
the Warden, soon’ conceived & spite against 
her, because, as she says, she told him he 
got bad women relief.” Probably she had no 
business to tell him thisf'and certainly it would 
have been the part of w m not to. Her life, 
after thus gaining his ill-will, was one of hardship 
and suffering, Ithough she had the rheumatism 
in no mild form, Peters’ daughter, she says, com- 
pelled her todothe scrubbing ana other menial 
work about the place. Wet feet only made 
the rheumatism worse, but for all that Mrs. 
Peters would give her no shoes. The food for 
breakfast, she says, tonsisted of what purported 
to be tea, but which was little better than hot 
water, without sugar or milk, and of pieces 
of dry bread. In the afternoon the 
inmates were regaied a little more sumptuousiy, 
the food consisting of a little soup, the remaining 
dry bread, and some rotteu meat in various s 8 
of decomposition. Accordingto Mrs. Beebe, a sick 
reon might lie there dying and nobody would 
ook after the sufferer. Shesays that Peters rarely 
snows himself, but leaves the run of the house to 
his daughters, whe know nothing about the way 
such a place sheuid be managed, and are therefore 
imposed upon by tne nurses, cooks, and other de- 
pendents, who have their own way in every re- 
t. Mts. Beebe says she endured it as long as 
she could, and not caring to stay there and die, as 
she thinks she certainly would have done had she 
continued to scrub the floors, do the dirty jobs, 

and eat the rotten meat, she came away. 

She relates a particular instance of cruelty which 
came to her knowledge while there, and which 
scems to be a fair sample of the treatment re- 
ceived by those who are unfortunate enough to be 
sent there. An orphan child was brought to tne 
house, which Peters’ daughter gave to an Irish 
weman to care for. The child was, according to 
Mra. Beebe, treated like a dog, —ite head knocked 
against the walls when it became obstreperous, 
and ite only food consisting of a meagre supply of 
milk very inferior as to quality. The Irish woman 
who thus loved it and nursed it had a sort of 
Donneybrook Fair engagement with another 
friend of Milesian descent, who commun 
cated the story of the child's treatment 
to the physiciam in charge. He asked Mrs. 
Beebe if she would take care of the child. That 
lady, who had about this time become superiatively 
disyusted with her mental work and her miscrable 
food, and in whose limbs racking rheumatic pains 
bad held high carnival, naturally refused. 
wes Saturday last,—the day she lert,—and what 
became of tne child she does not know. It would 
seem that there is something rotien in the Den- 
mark of the County Poor-House besMles the meat.
